MAN’S UNDERSHIRT\ 


TAKEN AS EVIDENCE 


Revenue Officers Suspect Oleo 
Coloring Matter Made Orange- 
hued Spot on It. 


Charles Wille’s undershirt was taken 
from his back to be used as evidence 
against him after Internal Revenue of- 
ficers had made a raid on his Economy 
Creamery at 4038 Page boulevard, 
Wednesday night. He is charged with 
coloring. oleomargerine without paying 
the tax and selling it for butter. One 
thousand pounds of oleomargerine was 
confiscated. 

The law requires a sample of the 
coloring matter for evidence in such 
cases. The revenue officers could find 
none and were about to give up the 
search when they noticed an orange- 
colored spot on. the sleeve of Willie’s 
undershirt. They believed this was a 
splotch of coloring matter and they 
took the shirt with them. They also 
took several pieces of broken glass 
which they said seemed to be parts of 
a bottle which had contained coloring 
matter. . 

When the officers approached the 
rear of the house a large bulldog 
blocked their entrance. On the front 
porch they found Willie's wife and 
daughter, who refused to unlock the 
basement door for them. 

They forced open the door and found 
Wille at work with his outer shirt off. 
They reported that he was surrounded 
by tubs of oleo, some of which was in 
process of coloring. Forty pounds of 
uncolored oleo was found in an ashpit in 
the rear yard. Apparently it had been 
hastily dumped there.

WASHINGTON, July 23.—Unofficially 
word has been received here that the 
Panama Cangl is ready for commercial 
use and thatthe first steamer is likely 
to be sent through within a few days, 
unless Gov. Goethals is instructed to 
the contrary by Secretary Garrison. It 
is understood that’ the recent explosion 
in tle canal at Cucaracha slide has not 
interfered with the work at that point 
and that there is sufficient water there 
to permit the passage of a large vesse!. 

A message is expected from Gov. Goe- 
thals at an early date announcing thar 
the canal is ready and asking for au- 
thority to send a ship through.

Delay in Announcing Further 
Conferences’ Indicates Situ- 
ation Is Hopeless. 


LONDON, July 25.—The absence of 
the hitherto prompt announcement 
re- 
sumed tomorrow,” at the adjournment 
of today’s home rule conference at 
Buckingham Palace, was geenrally 
accepted as an indication that efforts 
t> find a solution had failed. 

Anticipation of a definite breakup 
of the conference was not justified, a8 
later in the day an official announce- 
ment was made that the conferees 
would continue their discussions to- 
morrow. 

The meeting was attended by Pre- 
mier Asquith and Chancellor of the 
Exchequer David Lloyd-George, rep- 
resenting the Government; Andrew 
Bonar Law and the Marquis of Lans- 
downe of the regular Conservative 
opposition; John E. Redmond and 
John Dillon of the Irish Nationalists 
and Sir Edward Carson and Capt. 
James Craig of the Ulster Unionists. 
The crucial question of the area to 
be excluded from the control‘ of the 
Parliament in Dublin under the Irish 
home rule measure was the chief sub- 
ject of discussion. It is supposed 
that it was found impossible by the 
conferees to attain an acceptable com- 
promisé on this matter. 

After the adjournment Premier As- 
quith was in audience for ten min- 
utes with King George. John Red- 
mond and John Dillon drove direct 
from the palace to Downing street,

“Specs” specialists of tha country, at 
their national convention at the Pilant- 
ers Hotel, Wednesday afternoon, were 
given to understand that they are los- 
ing a lot of money by exhibiting the 
familiar sign: “Eyes examined free.” 

This and other lessons unger the gen- 


eral head of “Ethical Relations of Op- 
tometrist and Patient,”’ was taught in 
the form of a two hours’ dialogue be- 
tween Dr. F. A. Woll of Columbia Uni- 
versity, New York City, and Albert

It had been explained that the op-' 
tometrist should cultivate equanimity 
and imperturbability, which would be 
found to greatly promote poise, power 
and efficiency.

Dr. Woll, by bringing 
ing all his equanimity and imperturba- 
bility to bear, calmed him enough to 
éxamine his eyes, and when the cus- 
tomer started to depart without order- 
ing glasses, the optometrist, with the 
same equanimity and imperturbability 
said: 

“The examination fee is $2.” 

“But I thought opticians examined 
eyes free,’”’ the customer protested.

STOVE COMPANY 
SUED UNDER TRUST 
ALT FOR $250,000 


Alleging the Wrought tron Range Co. 
of St. Louis pursued business methods 
which put 14 of its competitors out of 
business, the St. Louls Steel Range Co. 
filed a $250,000 damage suit against the 
Wrought Iron Co. in the United States 
District Court Wednesday afternoon. 
The petition alleges violation of the 
Sherman anti-trust law. 

If this allegation is proven the 
plaintiff company will be entitled to a 
judgment for three times the amount of 
damages awarded to it by the verdict. 

The St. Louis Steel Range Co. tn its 
petition says it had contracts to sell 
the entire outputs of the Sanitary Stove 
Co. and the Never-Break Stove Co., but 
that it was hampered by the Wrought 
Iron Range Co. in carrying out these 
contracts. The Wrought Iron Range 
Co., it is alleged, used methods which 
put all of its competitors out of busi- 
ness except the St. Louis Steel Co. 

The companies alleged to have been 
forced out of business are: The Econ- 
omist Furnace Co., Marion, Ind.; Ma- 
jestic Range Co., St. Louis: Drake 
Hardware Co., Friendship, N. Y.: E. R. 
Lee Co., Grand Rapids, Mich.; Wood & 
Worth, Illinois; W. W. Bowen, Mari- 
etta, O.; John Bowen, Moundsville, W. 
Va.; Tennessee Range Co., Nashville:

The methods prescribed by the laws tend to dis- 
courage and prevent registration: and voting, 
rather than to encourage and assure voting by all 
qualified citizens. There are loopholes for frauds. 

Mr. Drabelle offers excellent suggestions with 
regard to registration, but the laws need radical 
revision. Eléctions should be put on a thorough 
business basis. They should not be controlled at 
any point by political organizations, nor should 
election officers be chosen at haphazard by polit- 
ical committees or ward bosses. 

The laws should provide in every city for an 
efficient election organization composed of honest, 
competent men. The officers should be selected 
on account of their ability to do the important 
work of receiving and guarding the ballots and 


out regard to locality and should be retained on 
good behaviour. Their pay should be sufficient. 
They should be gnder the absolute control of the 
Board of Election Commissioners and under no 
obligation to party bosses. Ignorant, incompetent 
and subservient election officers are intolerable; 
they undermine the foundations of good govern- 
ment. 

The time, place and method of registration 
should be arranged for the convenience of voters. 
Every voter should have ample opportunity to 
register or transfer. Every voter should have op- 
portunity to vote conveniently and without delay 
or discomfort. There should be ample polling 
places and ample time for voting. 

Voting machines would be an improvement over 
the present method of casting and counting bal- 
lots. Their adoption would help to prevent fraud. 

Election laws should be uniform for all cities 
in the State. 

In view of the large amount of work necessary 
to revise the laws and the intelligent, careful 
judgment required to modernize and harmonize 
them, Chairman Drabelle’s suggestion of a com- 
mission for the purpose is wise. Gov. Major could 
not do a greater service for Missouri than to ob- 
tain for the State adequate election laws which 
will assure every citizen convenfent opportunity 
to cast his vote and will reduce to a minimum 
opportunities for fraud and corrupt practices.
